The building, which the 
National Trust say will be 
eco-friendly and blend in 
with the environment, is 
dependent upon winning 
cash from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

“Our intention is to pres¬ 
ent Hardy’s birthplace in a 
way which will bring to 
life the story of one of our 
literary geniuses,” said Vis¬ 
itor Services Manager Jen¬ 
nifer Davis. 

“We would like to use the 
project to introduce more 
people to Thomas Hardy 
and his writing. If we can 
raise the money, this is an 
exciting opportunity to cre¬ 
ate something important 
for Hardy and for how we 
care for the cottage and its 
setting.”

this Friday to discuss the 
application, with a recom¬ 
mendation that they ap¬ 
prove the scheme. 

The project would see the 
demolition of the existing 
Countryside Ranger work¬ 
shop barn on the corner at 
the turn in to the Thorn¬ 
combe Wood car park and 
the construction of the new 
centre on the site. Improve¬ 
ments would also be made 
to the existing car park. 

County planners say the 
application, from the NT 
and the Countryside Serv¬ 
ice, would also improve the 
experience of visitors to 
Thorncombe Wood, one of 
the few broadleaf wood¬ 
lands in the area which is 
fully open to the public. 
The wood is a local nature 
reserve and a Site of Nature 
Conservation Interest.

would be clad in locally 
sources cedar wood with 
aluminium framed win¬ 
dows and would provide a 
base for Countryside 
Rangers, including a work¬ 
shop; a space for seminars 
for up to 12 people; a small 
cafe; a desk for ticket sales 
for Hardy’s Cottage and a 


display area for guides, trail 
and other literature. 

Within the development 
there would also be space 
for a Rangers’ trailer, a 
parking space for a 
Ranger’s vehicle, a secure 
cycle store and an outside 
seating area. 

Changes to the car park 
would accommodate an 
extra 16 vehicles. 

Objections to the applica¬ 
tion, including those from 
Stinsford Parish Council, 


raise doubts about the need 
for a visitor centre and, say 
that even if it were needed, 
question why it is needed 
in such a prominent posi¬ 
tion. 

One objector claimed that 
if the application were not 
from the National Trust 
and Countryside Service it 
would not be allowed. 

Several also expressed 
concerns that it might at¬ 
tract more people to use the 
bridleway directly to 


Hardy’s Cottage and sug¬ 
gested that a route through 
the woods would be more 
appropriate. 

Stinsford councillors say 
they are also worried that 
the development might set 
a precedent leading to other 
forms of tourist develop¬ 
ment in the area and claim 
that the building design is 
‘inappropriate and out of 
character’.

ACTOR Tim Bell took on the role of co-artistic di¬ 
rector, alongside Harry Long, at the Marine The¬ 
atre in Lyme Regis just over a year ago. 

Originally from Norfolk and living in London, 
Tim visited Lyme Regis for several summers with 
his own theatre group. Shanty Theatre, before 
moving to Uplyme and taking on the role at the 
Marine, which he said was "impossible to resist". 


• WHERE did you study acting? 

I was originally trained as an actor so went to Webber 
Douglas, a drama school in London. Not all of the stereo¬ 
types you hear about drama schools are true. But most 
are! 

• WHY did you decide to get into acting? 

I was a member of a Youth Theatre when I was growing 
up in Norfolk. My first role was as a tree in "The Lion, the 
Witch and the Wardrobe". I'll leave you to make up your 
own jokes about me giving a wooden performance. 
After that, I've never looked back! 

• HOW did you become involved with Shanty The¬ 
atre? 

I set up Shanty in 2007 with Harry Long, my co-director 
down here at the Marine Theatre. We met whilst per¬ 
forming in a touring production of "Treasure Island"; 
Harry was Long John Silver and I was playing assorted 
pirates. We toured to Lyme and instantly fell in love with 
it. We sat on the beach the next day and came up with 
the idea for Shanty. 

• SHANTY'S "Rime of the Ancient Mariner" was a 
great success in Lyme this summer. What did you 
enjoy about directing the show? 

I always feel very lucky to do a job I love. One of the rea¬ 
sons I enjoy directing so much is the rehearsals. It's a 
pleasure to work with so many creative people coming 
up with wonderful ideas. It's a lot of fun. 

• WHAT did you do before moving to Lyme? 

Whilst Shanty has always been based in the South West 
(we had an office in Totnes before we moved to Lyme), 
I've spent a lot of my time living in London. Before I 
moved to Lyme I was living in Peckham. Needless to say 
when I moved here I noticed quite a difference! 

• WHY did you decide to move to Lyme and take on 
the Marine Theatre? 

Even though the theatre has many, many challenges it 
has to overcome, it's such a charming building in a won¬ 
derful town it was impossible to resist. 

• YOU'VE now been at the theatre for over a year. 
What is your vision for the future of the Marine? 
We’ve made a lot of progress since we started at the Ma¬ 
rine last October. Audiences are up 48 per cent and the 
average ticket price is under £10. But we've got a long 
way to go. Our long term vision is a financially self suffi¬ 
cient organisation in a welcoming, open building that 



everyone in Lyme feels at home in. We want everyone to 
feel like there is something for them to see at the theatre. 
Eventually we'd love to have the theatre open all day 
every day; a place where you can pop in for a coffee and 
see what's going on. Of course, the building has its prob¬ 
lems too. Anyone who has been in when it's raining will 
have noticed the paddling pools in the corner. 

I'm afraid to say these aren't props for the next show; 
they're collecting the drips from a rather expensive hole 
in the roof. We're working to raise the funds to fix that 
now. 

• COMEDIAN Jo Brand has just appeared at the the- 
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atre. Were you pleased with the show's success? 

Really pleased! The show sold out in record time, and I 
think we could have sold out many times over. She said 
afterwards it was a pleasure to appear in such a warm, 
welcoming town on the first night of her tour. And she 
walked on stage holding her copy of the View From! 

• DO you have any other big names planned for ap¬ 
pearances? 

We've got Jeremy Hardy coming up on December 15th. 
I'm really excited about his visit; I always enjoy listening 
to him on the "News Quiz" on Radio 4. One of the perks 
of the job is to you get to book acts who you've always 
really liked. Jeremy Hardy is one of those. 

• ARE there any other events coming up at the the¬ 
atre you're really looking forward to? 

The Bristol Reggae Orchestra are going to be incredible 
on December 22nd. I'm not sure how they're going to fit; 
there are so many of them it's going to be difficult to get 
them all on the stage! It's going to be a great Christmas 
party. 

• WHAT is your favourite play you have watched? 

I saw "Jerusalem" by Jez Butterworth in the West End a 
couple of years ago and it was brilliant. I'll never forget 
it. Mark Rylance gave the best performance I've ever 
seen. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I'm a huge cricket fan.There comes a point in everyone's 
life when they have to come to terms with the fact they 
will never play cricket for England. I'm yet to reach that 
point. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

There is something very special about living by the sea. 
I'll never tire of that view! 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the town 
if you could? 

Maybe an international cricket stadium? 

• WHAT is the last book you read, CD you listened to 
and film you watched? 

I've just finished "Bring up the Bodies" by Hilary Mantel. 
It was excellent. I've borrowed a Loudon Wainwright CD 
from my dad that I'm rather fond of at the moment (it's a 
little embarrassing when you start to like the same music 
as your dad).

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Dorset residents warned more 
flooding is possible this winter

DORSET residents are 
being warned about the 
potential for further flood¬ 
ing this winter. 

The Environment 
Agency and Dorset 
County Council say there 
may be an increased risk 
of groundwater flooding if 
there is prolonged rainfall. 

Groundwater flooding 
will usually occur days or 
even weeks after rainfall 
and can continue for many 
weeks. Flooding may also 
‘pool’ in low lying areas 
and can form springs in 
unlikely places, such as 
hillsides. 

Dorset County Council 


has been successful in re¬ 
ceiving funding from the 
Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Af¬ 
fairs (Defra) to carry out a 
study into the flooding 
that affected properties 
and infrastructure along 
the south Winterbourne in 
early July. 

Brian Richards, flood 
risk manager at Dorset 
County Council, said: 
“The study will look at 
possible options to help 
lessen flood damage 


should similar rainfall and 
groundwater conditions 
occur in the future. 

“Possible options will be 
identified on an individual 
property or property 
grouping basis. We be¬ 
lieve that all householders 
will see the benefit of tak¬ 
ing part in this study with 
initial investigations being 
completed in early 2013.” 

The Environment 
Agency provides a free 
flood alert service for 


flooding from groundwa¬ 
ter. This allows people to 
receive information by 
phone, email and text 
when there is a possibility 
of groundwater flooding 
in a specific area. 

Guy Parker, from the 
Environment Agency, 
said: “We are constantly 
reviewing and looking for 
ways to warn people about 
the risk of flooding from 
groundwater. We also re¬ 
view how to improve our 
flood warning service to 
ensure that we can offer 
the best possible advice to 
the public. 

“The heavy rain in the 


summer caused ground- 
water flooding for people 
living in Dorset and Wilt¬ 
shire and with the possi¬ 
bility of more rain over the 
winter months we would 
like people to be aware of 
the risk of groundwater 
flooding and what they 
can do to protect their 
homes.” 

Following the July 
flooding, the Environment 
Agency has been able to 
take the location of the 
households affected to 
create a targeted flood 
warning area for ground- 
water floods on the south 
Winterbourne. Flood 


warnings will be issued 
when groundwater flood¬ 
ing to property can be ex¬ 
pected so home owners 
can take action to protect 
themselves and their prop¬ 
erties.

Local publisher brings out a new 
book about Thomas Hardy's ladies 


A NEW book about Thomas Hardy 
and the women who surrounded, and 
often troubled him, has been pub¬ 
lished by local publisher, Roving 
Press. 

Fittingly the book, by Peter John 
Cooper, was officially launched at 
Max Gate. Hardy’s home on the out¬ 
skirts of the town, now run by the 
National Trust. 

She Opened the Door: The Wife 
and Women who Haunted Thomas 
Hardy offers an insight into the trou¬ 
bled relationship between Hardy and 
his first wife Emma, and uniquely 
combines the complete script of 
Peter John Cooper’s play with his re¬ 
search, thoughts and inspiration - 
showing something of how a play¬ 
wright’s mind works. 

Publisher Roving Press, the cast 
from Dorset’s AsOne Theatre Com¬ 
pany, friends and others interested in 
exploring Hardy’s world celebrated 
in the place that first inspired Peter 
to put pen to paper. “The final per¬ 
formance was held here so it was a 
fitting end to the story,” said Peter. 


“The original concept was to pro¬ 
duce a play about Hardy women. 
Having done adaptations of Hardy’s 
work, I feel that women are the 
lynchpins in most of his novels. 
Emma is not well biographied and so 
I took her as the central character.” 

“I’ve highlighted the potential con¬ 
flicts between Emma, Hardy’s 
mother Jemima, the Maid and the 
Other Woman, portrayed by Flo¬ 
rence Henniker who was really an 
amalgamation of several women in 
Hardy’s life. Looking at Emma’s en¬ 
vironment and the year 1895, it 
seemed natural to set the action at 
Max Gate. By actually standing in 
the house, the family tension was 
palpable - it was here that the dra¬ 
mas of their married life were played 
out. With her mother-in-law just 
across the meadow, harried by un¬ 
welcome visitors and voyeurs from 
the turnpike, Emma’s life couldn’t 
have been easy. In the small market 
town of Dorchester she was known 
as the other Mrs Hardy, and she 
came to feel that she’d married be¬ 


neath her - theoretically she should 
defer to her mother-in-law, yet 
Jemima is from a lower class. This 
fact alone must have caused consid¬ 
erable friction between the two 
women, and indeed between Emma 
and Hardy.” 

Jen Davis, Visitor Services Man¬ 
ager at Max Gate, remarks, “The 
timing of Peter’s play is apt as the 
National Trust was founded in 1896 
and we’ve tried to recreate the look 
of the house at that time to appeal to 
more visitors and give them a real 
feel for Hardy and that era. And 
that’s just what Peter is doing too so 
we’re thrilled to have been able to 
work together.” 

In the run-up to Christmas Max 
Gate will be open from 12-23 De¬ 
cember (apart from 17 and 18 De¬ 
cember) 11 am to dusk. The house 
will be decked out for a Victorian 
Christmas, with events at both Max 
Gate and Hardy’s Birthplace includ¬ 
ing a carol singing workshop and 
musical performances. 

The book is on sale at Max Gate,

A FOOD recycling company that 
began just two years ago has 
processed 40,000 tonnes of waste in 
the last 12 months - with much of it 
being sent for recycling at Piddlehin- 
ton. 

Eco Food Recycling’s remarkable 
growth has seen turnover increase by 
80 per cent in the first half of this 
year. 

The firm was set up by two former 
professional sportsmen, Andy Jones 
who played football for Wales, and 
Simon Heaps, an ex-European table 
tennis champion. 

From a humble start-up two years 
ago with one small van, Eco Food Re¬ 
cycling is responsible for food waste 
collection across the country through 
its network of specialist waste carri¬ 
ers. 

Much of the discarded food is taken 
to an anaerobic digestion plant in Pid- 


dlehinton where it is turned into en¬ 
ergy. 

The company collects from a range 
of sectors including hotels, restau¬ 
rants, pubs, food producers, leisure 
and theme parks, shopping centres, 
universities, colleges, schools and 
company canteens. 

It boasts among its clients some 
household names, including Waitrose, 
and recently was chosen as the sub¬ 
ject of a documentary made by China 
Central Television, which has a bil¬ 
lion viewers. 

Director Simon Heaps, 57, said: 
“Andy and I are overwhelmed by the 
success that we have had since we 
started. 

“We both knew that hard work 
would be essential for the success of

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Students celebrate 
accountancy success 


ACCOUNTANCY students at Kingston 
Maurward College have been totting up 
their combined successes.

Over2,000 school students to 
take part in act of remembrance 


OVER 2,000 students at the Thomas Hardye 
School will take part in an act of remembrance 
this Lriday, (9th) at 1 lam. 

The pupils will be joined by members of the 
Old Grammarians and Old Hardyeans who 
gave their lives in armed conflict. 

The tradition began in 1957 at Hardye’s 
School and has continued at the modern school. 

The names of all the old boys who fell in suc¬ 
cessive wars will be read by four pupils from 
the school. Then, headteacher Michael Loley 
will lead the minute’s silence and a brief act of 
Remembrance, culminating in the last post 
sounded by the Combined Cadet Corps bugler. 

Thomas Hardye School is thought to be the 
only school in the South and South West to 
maintain this respectful tradition, where the 
classrooms are emptied and the entire school 
stands silently in front of the Memorial Gates. 

It began when the stone pillars and iron gates 
were consecrated in 1957 at Hardye’s School 


in Culliford Road. 

The Memorial Gates and pillars were rescued 
from the old school in 1995, before it was de¬ 
molished and re-erected outside the new 
Thomas Hardye’s School at the end of Queens 
Avenue, complete with the twin stone wyverns- 
the School’s historic symbol - carved by the 
late Ken Batty, art master for many years. 

It said: “This memorial to those whose names 
are inscribed on the Rolls of Honour was 
erected by the old boys, parents and Governors. 
Dedicated 18 July 1957.” 

Inside the new school are two rolls of honour, 
one for Old Grammarians who fell in the Great 
War and the other honouring those in subse¬ 
quent conflicts from 1939. 

Many Old Hardyeans - old boys of Hardye’s 
School - will be present and Michel Hooper- 
Immins, president of the Old Hardyeans, will 
lay a wreath at the Memorial Gates, as will the 
chairman of governors, the head boy and the 


head girl. 

The combined cadet force band will march 
and stand in the centre of the square in front of 
the entire school. 

“It was 52 years ago - in 1960 - that I attended 
my first act of remembrance outside those 
handsome iron gates and the stone pillars with 
the wyverns on top,” reminisces Old 
Hardyeans’ President Michel Hooper-Immins. 

“I recall it snowed that day in November 1960 
and we all got very cold. 

“Whereas we were around 750 pupils in my 
time, there are now over 2,200 students and 
staff- who file quietly out of school just before 
11am to take their places silently to honour 
those Old Grammarians and Old Hardyeans 
who died in world wars and subsequent con¬ 
flicts. 

“It is a supremely dignified tribute by today’s 
young people. I and the headteacher are always 
very proud of them.”

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Museum celebrates 90th anniversary 
of Tutankhamun discovery by Carter

THE Tutankhamun Exhi¬ 
bition in Dorchester is cel¬ 
ebrating the 90th 
anniversary of Howard 
Carter’s discovery of the 
tomb in the Valley of the 
Kings. 

From this week it is 
showing an exhibition on 
the photographic images 
of Harry Burton who doc¬ 
umented the discovery. 

Burton, who was born in 
Stamford, Lincolnshire in 
1879, the son of a cabinet¬ 
maker, was the foremost 
archaeological photogra¬ 
pher of his day. He had 
been working in Egypt 
since 1910. In 1914, he 
joined the staff of the 
Egyptian Expedition of the 
Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, New York. 

Expedition leader 

Howard Carter, although a 
fine artist was no photog¬ 
rapher. 

He desperately needed 
an expert photographer to 
document the discovery 


and sought the help of 
Burton who was then 
working in Egypt for New 
York’s Metropolitan Mu¬ 
seum. 

The Met readily agreed 
and for the next eight years 
Harry Burton photograph¬ 
ically documented the ex¬ 
cavation and recording of 
the tomb. 

It became one of the first 
large-scale excavations to 
be so thoroughly recorded 
in this way. 

His dramatic and artistic 
images clearly convey the 
excitement and the tension 
of the work. 

Many of his iconic im¬ 
ages have become as fa¬ 
mous as the 

Tutankhamun’s treasures 
themselves. 

“Burton’s images are 
more than just dry records, 
they inspire a sense of 
wonderment, conveying as 
they do the excitement and 
atmosphere of Howard 
Carter’s discovery” said 


Tim Batty, Curator of the 
Exhibition. 

“With no television at the 
time, it was these wonder¬ 
ful images that brought the 


incredible discovery to 
people all over the world”. 

The duotone reproduc¬ 
tions in the exhibit concen¬ 
trate on three years of 


Howard Carter’s work in 
the tomb from the break-in 
until the revelation of the 
famous Golden Mask of 
the young pharaoh.

■ YOU have devoted much space to this 
ongoing saga in recent times but I do not 
recall any mention of the behaviour of 
elected councillors and the conduct of 
meetings where decisions of such far 
reaching proportions are taken.

I was present at the full council meeting 
held on Thursday, October 25th and arrived 
a full 30 minutes before proceedings were 
due to commence but was ushered into an 
ante-room situated off the Council cham¬ 
ber as the public space within the chamber 
was already occupied. 

I then witnessed behaviour that had the 
ring of the Politburo with tinges of the 
Muppet Show as the meeting commenced 
and an attempt to get it adjourned - to a

After this snub to the public, item seven 
of the agenda "Public Question Time" was 
reached, a session restricted to 30 minutes 
and for which 13 written questions had 
been submitted - and to which the Leader 
is required to respond. 

Councillor Gould ensured that his re¬ 
sponses to the first three questions were 
sufficiently detailed and verbose so as to 


use up the majority of the 30 minutes allo¬ 
cated. 

This tactic avoided him having to deal 
with most of the remainder of the ques¬ 
tions - almost all of which related to the 
Charles St development and the new coun¬ 
cil offices. 

At this point another motion was tabled 
in an attempt to extend the session so that 
the listed questions from the public could 
be answered - and yet another vote on 
strict party lines ensured that this could not 
happen 

So much for democracy! But the point in 
the agenda was then reached at which the 
debate commenced on the additional £2 
million funding for the Charles St project - 
the reason why most if not all of the mem¬ 
bers of the public were present. 

You have already covered those argu¬ 
ments very thoroughly but I would point 
out that it is highly unusual for a "Devel¬ 
oper" to be allowed to ensnare an entire 
Council in the way that Simons appears to 
have achieved. 

As was pointed out most eloquently at 
the meeting it is usually the role of the "de¬ 
veloper" to organise the funding and to 
take the financial risk against the future 
profit from their involvement in a project. 

That being so, why do the council not de¬ 
mand that the developer provides the nec¬ 
essary £2 million to free up areas not under 
the control of the council? 

In other words put their money where 
their mouth is! I would just add that if the 


electorate ofWest Dorset has confidence in 
a leadership of its council that 

* Ever realistically expected to achieve a 
figure of £3.5 million for the Stratton House 
"rabbit warren", the best offers received 
being c.£1 million so we are now told 

* Did not allow for the loss of revenue

TUTANKHAMUN'S PHOTOGRAPHER 


THETutankhamun Exhibition is celebrating the 90th an¬ 
niversary of Howard Carter's discovery of the tomb ofTu- 
tankhamun in the Valley of the Kings in Egypt by showing 
a new and exciting exhibition on the photographic im¬ 
ages of Harry Burton. It is Burton's iconic photographs, 
documenting the discovery that brought the excitement 
of this amazing discovery to the world. 

The exhibit opens on the 5th of November, in Dorch¬ 
ester. On that day 90 years ago, what is still described as 
one of the world's greatest discoveries of ancient treasure 
was made in the Valley of the Kings in Egypt, when the 
outer blocking of Tutankhamun's tomb was revealed. 

Harry Burton, born in Stamford, Lincolnshire in 1879, the 
son of a cabinetmaker, was the foremost archaeological 
photographer of his day. He had been working in Egypt 
since 1910. In 1914, he joined the staff of the Egyptian Ex¬ 
pedition of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York. 

Howard Carter, although a fine artist was no photogra¬ 
pher. He desperately needed an expert photographer to 
document the discovery and sought the help of Burton 
who was then working in Egypt for New York's Metropol¬ 
itan Museum. The Met readily agreed and for the next 
eight years Harry Burton photographically documented 
the excavation and recording of the tomb. 


Photographing the contents posed a real challenge. As 
discovered, Tutankhamun's tomb was an amazing disar¬ 
ray of objects. Jammed into the tomb, they were in¬ 
tended to be used by the pharaoh in the afterlife. 

Every step painstakingly detailed was documented 
through Burton's photography. It was one of the first 
large-scale excavations to be so thoroughly recorded in 
this way. His dramatic and artistic images clearly convey 
the excitement and the tension of the work. Many of his 
iconic images have become as famous as the Tu¬ 
tankhamun's treasures themselves. 

"Burton's images are more than just dry records, they 
inspire a sense of wonderment, conveying as they do the 
excitement and atmosphere of Howard Carter's discov¬ 
ery" said Tim Batty, Curator of the Exhibition. 

He continued, "With no television at the time, it was 
these wonderful images that brought the incredible dis¬ 
covery to people all over the world". 

The duotone reproductions in the exhibit concentrate 
on three years of Howard Carter's work in the tomb from 
the break-in until the revelation of the famous Golden 
Mask of the young pharaoh.

Banana was the founder member of the 
legendary San Francisco Bay area folk rock 
band The Youngbloods. The band's classic 
recording Get Together sold over one million 
copies cracking the U.S. top 5 achieving gold 
record status in 1969. Get Together was later 
featured on the soundtrack in the film Fear 
and Loathing in Las Vegas. TheYoungbloods 
disbanded in 1973, and Banana started a 
solo career performing his own brand of Cal¬ 
ifornian roots Americana. 


Dave said "This man is a walking piece of 
rock history. I booked him this time last year 
to play Herrison Hall and he was superb. Un¬ 
fortunately we didn't get the support we 
hoped for at Charlton Down so we have 
moved to a Saturday night in town and we 
hope that people will take this great oppor¬ 
tunity to hear the founder member of one of 
the great west coast bands. You might think 
you don't know their gold record hit Get To¬ 
gether but when you hear it is instantly rec¬ 
ognizable. What I found incredible was that 
after over forty years in the music business 
Banana's musical skills are still at a peak." Ba¬ 
nana's latest album Even Grandpas Get The 
Blues features guest appearances from world 


class musicians the likes of Ry Cooder, Barry 
"the Fish" Melton of Country Joe and "the 
Fish"fame, and David Grisman. 

Stompin'Dave will also be performing a set 
of his own brand of American Roots music. 
This last year or so in addition to festival and 
folk club appearances Dave has been pro¬ 
moting and appearing at many successful 
events in art centres and theatres across the 
west country. Many events have featured 
touring musicians from the USA including 
The White Mountaineers, from Virginia, 
banjo champion Adam Hurt, dancing master 
Ira Bernstein with Riley Baugus from North 
Carolina, old-time fiddler Beverley Smith 
from Philadelphia, and Bill Sheffield from 


Georgia. Dave has also presented and ap¬ 
peared with bluesman Michael Roach from 
Washington DC, Kate Lissauer from Mary¬ 
land, and 1960s folk legend Julie Felix who 
are all from the US but are UK residents. Dave 
has just released a brand new CD Common 
Ground of traditional American songs.

Ten interesting facts about the song "Get Together" 


1. The song a song written in the early 1960s by Amer¬ 
ican singer-songwriter Chet Powers is an appeal for 
peace and brotherhood, presenting the polarity of love 
versus fear, and the choice to be made between them. 

2. The song was originally recorded as "Let’s Get To¬ 
gether" by The Kingston Trio and released in 1964, on 
their album Back in Town. 

3. In 1967, The Youngbloods released their version of 
the song under the title "Get Together." It became a 
minor Hot 100 hit for them, peaking at #62. 

4. However, renewed interest in the Youngbloods’ ver¬ 
sion came when it was used in a radio public service an¬ 
nouncement as a call for brotherhood by the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 

5. The Youngbloods' version, the most-remembered 
today, was re-released in 1969, peaking at #5 on the Bill¬ 
board Hot 100. 

6. This disc sold over one million copies, and received a 
gold record. 


7. From 1967-1969, "GetTogether" was a staple in Joni 
Mitchell's shows, often playing the song as an encore. 

8 . Johnny Carson once reportedly refused to allow the 
Youngblood's to perform on The Tonight Show saying 
they were overly demanding during the pre-show 
soundcheck. In a 2009 interview, Young stated that the 
band refused to perform because the show reneged 
on a promise that they would be allowed to play a song 
from their new album Elephant Mountain, instead de¬ 
manding that they only play "Get Together 

9. Following the September 11th terrorist attacks, the 
media conglomerate company, Clear Channel Commu¬ 
nications, included The Youngbloods' version of the 
song on a list of "lyrically questionable" songs that was 
sent to its 1200 radio stations in the United States. 

10. The song has been featured in several films, includ¬ 
ing Purple Haze, Forrest Gump, Stephen King's Riding 
the Bullet, Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas and most re¬ 
cently Cats & Dogs: The Revenge of Kitty Galore.

IMPROVED response, better stability and 
sharper handling - those are the highlights 
of the 2013 model year Nissan GT-R. 

On sale next Spring, the four-wheel drive 
supercar has received a round of enhance¬ 
ments aimed at subtly boosting the respon¬ 
siveness of its 550PS 3.8-litre twin-turbocha¬ 
rged V6 engine while improving ride and 
handling at the same time. 

Applying lessons learned from this year's 
Nurburgring 24-Hour race to the roadgoing 
GT-R, engineers have improved response in 
both the mid- and upper-rpm rev ranges, in¬ 
creased body rigidity and made changes to 
the dampers, springs and front anti-roll bar. 

As a result, the MY13 GT-R is more respon¬ 
sive, has better high¬ 


speed stability and a more refined ride. The 
0-62mph time has dropped to 2.7 seconds 
(from 2.8 seconds for the MY12) while the 
car is even faster around the Nurburgring, 
lapping the famous German circuit in 7min 
19.1 seconds when undergoing testing in 
May this year. 

Kazutoshi Mizuno, creator of the GT-R, has 
revealed that 0.5 seconds were lost to 
traffic on that hot lap, indicating that 
the MY13 GT-R is capable of a 
7min 18.6 seconds lap. That 
compares to 7min 21 
seconds for the 
MY 1 2 


GT-R. 

Nissan will reveal full prices closer to the 
car's launch, but in the meantime the tech¬ 
nical changes are outlined below: 

Engine 

New high-output injectors more concisely 
control fuel injection to improve mid-range 
and high-rpm response. 

A new relief valve for the turbocharger 
bypass suppresses the rapid decrease of 
forced injection pressure, again helping to 
sustain response. 

A new oil pan baffle helps maintain more 
stable oil pressure and reduces rotational 
friction especially during high-performance 
driving. 


Chassis 

After measuring the roll centre of the GT-R 
when cornering and taking deflection of the 
bushes and tyres into account, engineers 
have updated the suspension set-up with 
revisions to the dampers, springs and front 
anti-roll bar to lower the centre of gravity. 

New cam bolts have been installed on 
the front suspension to improve camber 
accuracy and stability when cornering. 

The torque carrying capacity of the 
driveshafts to the hub bearings has been 
increased to improve reliability in high- 
stress situations, such as track driving. 

Body 

Reinforcements have been added to the 
dash panel bar and instrument panel mem¬ 
ber resulting in increased body rigid¬ 
ity and better suspension control.

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Gosling cooks Pilgrims goose

JAKE Gosling left Dorchester Town 
a leaving present by firing them 
into the FA Cup 2nd Round with 
the only goal of the game four 
minutes into the second half 
against League Two side Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle. 

The 19-year-old's loan period 
from parent club Exeter City was 
extended by three days to allow 
him to play against the Grecian's 
Devon rivals, and he took full ad¬ 
vantage smashing home Mark 
Jermyn's cut back to send the Pil¬ 
grims crashing to their second 
consecutive first round exit to 
non-league opposition. 

The game, was televised live on 
ESPN, had everything; a very early 
red card, seven bookings and the 
only goal of the game scored in 
front of the home fans. 

A heavy downpour just as the 
game began, livened up a pitch al¬ 
ready soaked from heavy 
overnight rain. But the surface 
held up remarkably well in the cir¬ 


cumstances and both sides played 
positive football from the start. 

The sending off of Pilgrim's influ¬ 
ential midfielder Conor Hourihane 
in the ninth minute was perhaps 
controversial, but justified under 
the laws of the game. 

The former Irish U19 and U21 in¬ 
ternational was booked for stand¬ 
ing on Jon Garcia's groin after they 
clashed in the centre circle after 
just four minutes. 

Five minutes later Dorchester's 
Jake Smeeton brought down Joe 
Lennox near the right hand corner 
flag. 

Although referee Lee Collins had 
told Hourihane to wait until he 
had finished marking the Dorch¬ 
ester wall, he took the kick to 
which Mr Collins issued the sec¬ 
ond yellow card. 

Curtis Nelson headed over the 
Magpies crossbar from Jamie 
Lowry's free-kick before Lennox 
was booked for a foul on Neil Mar¬ 
tin, who was having an excellent 
game down the left against Dur- 
rell Berry. 

Onismor Bhasera, who like 
Lennox was very quick, quickly ac¬ 
celerated past Jermyn on 26 min¬ 


utes before firing in a thunderous 
left foot shot from 15 yards high 
into the side netting at keeper 
Jason Matthews'near post. 

Dorchester responded almost 
immediately and Charlie Clough 
went closer, hitting the base of the 
post with a header from Garcia's 
corner. 

Jake Smeeton was booked for 
bringing down Lennox as Argyle 
broke following a corner, and Ash¬ 
ley Nichols was unlucky to be cau¬ 
tioned for a foot up on Bhasera, as 
the referee continued to ensure 
the game didn't get out of hand. 

Lowry tested Matthews for the 
first time in the game with a 30- 
yard swerving shot that the Mag¬ 
pies keeper held moving to his 
left, whereas at the other end 
Rene Gilmartin spilled Gosling's 25 
yard angled shot but the loose 
ball was cleared. 

The second half started with a 
Rhys Griffiths header that was eas¬ 
ily held by Matthew's before 
Dorchester scored the only goal of 
the game in the 49th minute. 

Smeeton crossed the ball from 
near the left hand corner but his 
inswinging effort looked to be 


going out of play beyond the far 
post when suddenly skipper 
Jermyn appeared from nowhere. 

He brilliantly turned the ball 
back from the byeline into the 
path of the inrushing Gosling who 
smashed his eight-yard effort high 
into the net above Gilmartin. 

With their tails up, Dorchester 
began to take command, and 
Jamie Gleeson used his strength 
to fend off two attempts before 
firing a 25-yard angled shot just 
over the corner of the goalframe. 

Garcia's driven cross then passed 
across the face of goal with no 
one to touch it home before Glee- 
son set the Spaniard up, but his 
shot was too high. 

Sub Warren Feeney was then 
carded for a foul on Gosling, be¬ 
fore Clough followed after sub 
Luke Young's exaggerated stum¬ 
ble and fall. Rhys Griffiths might 
have done better from Young's re¬ 
sulting free kick, but could only 
glance his header well wide of the 
far post.

would have been Puddletown who turned 
round the more confident. 

The home side turned pressure into points be¬ 
fore the second-half was five minutes old. A 
combined move had spread the New Milton 
cover and gave out half Dovell an opportunity 
to run the loop. 

He did so and got down the outside channel 
to touch down. The try remained unconverted 
but Puddletown increased their lead a few min¬ 
utes later. 

A break by Hiscock created a two on one and 
he ran the inside shoulder and put winger 
James House in. Yeatman converted this one 
and Puddletown now led 19-11. 

Strange to tell that, in a game that was never 
dirty, a New Milton player saw red for some 
felony or other but, as is often the case his side's 
commitment did not falter in his absence. 

Puddletown had the bit between their teeth 
now however and House made another break, 
and went on to touch down himself and to as¬ 
sure the bonus point. 

Another try came before the end and it was 
one for the front row union. Wilson scored it, 
rolling off a maul around the twenty two and 
having the pace to get over. (I'll bet his run-in 
got longer as the evening went on). 

Musgrove duly added the extras and Puddle¬ 
town held on for the win that will be important 
to the whole context of their season. 

BRIDPORT 19 WIMBORNE 2nd 13 

THE teams stood in silence to remember one of 
Wimborne's own before this Dorset & Wilts 
league Division One league game kicked off. 
The home side, who had several of last weeks 
absentees back but were still missing several 
first choice players, looked rather striking in 
their new shirts, although they did unfortu¬ 
nately clash with the referee's apparel. 

They played with the stiffening breeze at their 
backs initially. My first impression was that, 
while Bridport boasted the better back division, 
their opponents were stronger in the eight. In 
fact it was Wimborne who had the first chance 
to score, but their place kick from the twenty 
five was pulled wide after some eight minutes 
play. 

Bridport were conceding too many penalties 
early on and were therefore, unable to take ad¬ 
vantage of the elements as they should have 
done, and much of the early action took place 
in their twenty two. 


They did take the lead however after 15 min¬ 
utes play during what was really their initial 
foray into their opponents' half. Wimborne were 
penalised for crossing around their own twenty 
two and Lester-Card kicked the goal. 

The home side continued to concede penal¬ 
ties, many of them needlessly, with some regu¬ 
larity, and it came as no surprise when the 
referee sent skipper Edwards to the bin on the 
half hour. Despite this setback they got into 
their opponents half and doubled their lead 
when Lester-Card kicked his second penalty. 

Their penalty count remained high and they 
were forced onto the defensive for long periods. 
Their line remained intact however, thanks to 
their good defence and a lack of fluency in the 
Wimborne midfield, and eventually they kicked 
clear. 

A try had to come and come it did just before 
the break. The visitors managed to spin the ball 
wide and got round the outside of the home de¬ 
fence via an overlap. The inside offload came 
and one of their centres got over some ten yards 
in from touch. 

The failed conversion was the final kick of the 
half, and I felt that Wimborne were favourites at 
this stage. They had won the territorial, battle 
hands down, had scored the only try of the half, 
and would have the appreciable breeze at their 
backs throughout the second period. 

Wimborne continued to have the better of 
matters territorial early in the second half, al¬ 
though Bridport did show some enterprise early 
on. Having pushed a visitors' lineout into touch 
on their twenty two, they threw in quickly, 
spread the ball wide and carried for all of fifty 
yards before being checked. They won a penalty 
however and Lester-Card's accurate place kick 
increased their lead to 9-5. 

They should really have gone further on the 
hour but they failed to convert a two on one sit¬ 
uation after a good break by centre, Farmer. 

A fourth Lester-Card penalty goal gave them 
something of a cushion however, but the visi¬ 
tors' forward edge was getting more and more 
pronounced as the game went on and they got 
the try that hauled them back into contention 
with 15 minutes left, when they outflanked the 
home cover and touched down halfway out. 

The try remained unconverted but the visitors 
took the lead late on when their place kicker, 
who was not having the best of days, managed 
to kick a penalty goal from the twenty two. 

At this juncture I felt that Wimborne would go 
on to win, but I was wrong. The home side 
launched one last attack. Wimborne conceded 
several penalties close to their line, and from 


one of these, number eight Pibworth look a 
quick tap and barged over. 

Lester-Card slotted the conversion and his side 
were out of penalty goal range with the whistle 
for no side looming. Wimborne did get back up¬ 
held but could not develop any worthwhile at¬ 
tack before the final whistle. 

This was something of a petty larceny job, or 
at least the visitors would have thought so.They 
had the better of matters territorial. They scored 
two tries to Bridport's one and enjoyed a very 
discernable edge forward all game. 

Bridport, for their part, had cause to thank 
Lester-Card who had a one hundred per cent 
record in place kicks on the day. Pibworth and 
his flankers tidied up at the base of the scrum 
well also; and defensively they did all that was 
asked of them. It's good to "win ugly". 

Bridport seconds cruised to a decisive 68-0 
win at Weymouth thirds.

THE leagues take a break on Saturday next, and 
local cups come into their own. 

DORCHESTER have no fixture at first team 
level, but their seconds take on their Corsham 
counterparts in the plate competition. 

WEYMOUTH have a home fixture in the inter¬ 
mediate cup and it is a tough one, for they take 
on CORSHAM, a side who are very much in the 
top half of the Southern Counties League.

DORCHESTER Town manager Phil 
Simpkin was full of praise for his play¬ 
ers after they caused an upset by 
dumping League Two side Plymouth 
Argyle out of the FA Cup 1 st Round on 
Sunday. 

Speaking to ViewSport immediately 
after the victory that was shown live on 
ESPN he said: "I was just pleased that 
we played well; I didn't want us to em¬ 
barrass ourselves, and we certainly did¬ 
n't do that. 

"I was pleased with our fitness be¬ 
cause I thought I would have to 
change two or three but they were fan¬ 
tastic and just kept going. In fact, I have 
never had a group of players that work 
so hard, and it was great to see them 
get their rewards. 

"Even Martin Keown and Peter Reid 
said to me at the ESPN interview after, 
how well we had played." 

Whilst acknowledging every player's 
excellent performances, Simpkin 
added: "I thought Jake Gosling was 
outstanding, other than the goal, he 


was superb running at people, and Ash 
Nichols was a class above anybody 
else. 

"Jon Garcia also did really well for us 
in that role just in front of midfield and 
just behind the front players and did 
his share of defending, whilst Jamie 
Gleeson's man marking job on Andres 
Gurrieri was first class, and the guy 
hardly had a kick. 

"I'm glad Ben Watson got the man of 
the match award because he worked 
his socks off again. He's been a terrific 
signing for us. 

"Neil Martin also did really well; he's 
a very underrated player and such an 
honest lad, whilst Charlie Clough and 
Nathan Walker have got to be in the 
top three pairs of central defenders in 
our league." 

Talking about Gosling's 49th minute 
goal that won the tie, the county town 
boss said: "It was a great piece of play 
by Jem (Mark Jermyn), he did well to 
get there and turn it back to Jake. He 
has realised he isn't as quick as he was

and his positional play has improved 
considerably." 

The victory which earned the club 
another £18,000 takes the total earned 
by the cup run so far to over £100,000, 
and whilst only a week's wages to a 
Premiership footballer, a huge eco¬ 
nomic boost to a club of Dorchester's 
stature.

"I've been at this club for a lot of 
years and I just feel really proud to 
have played a small part in getting us 
where we are. 

"The publicity and financial boost 
we've got from the game has been 
tremendous. 

"I'd like to think that we have sta¬ 
bilised the club now and we won't 
have those problems anymore." 

The attendance of 3,196 also helped 


to swell the coffers. 

"The crowd were fantastic, and I 
hope we have encouraged a few to 
come more often in future." 

The game perhaps hinged on the 
controversial decision of referee Lee 
Collins who sent-off Plymouth's tal¬ 
ented midfielder Conor Hourihane for 
a second yellow card just nine minutes 
for taking a free-kick before permis¬ 
sion. 

Asked to comment Simpkin said: "I 
nearly missed it. I turned around and 
Stuart (Heath) said he's been red 
carded. 

The consensus was it was because he 
took the free-kick too early. I have to 
say he's sent-off a very good player and 
it's bound to have made a difference, 
but even before that I thought we were 
getting a foothold in the game and 
getting at them. 

" I think we showed a little bit more 
commitment than they did, but let's be 
honest everything was stacked against 
them; its pouring with rain, freezing 


cold, and they are against a non¬ 
league side who are firing. You could 
almost sense that something was 
going to happen." 

The Magpies now travel to either 
Luton Town or Nuneaton Town who 
must replay for the right of hosting the 


second round match. 

Simpkin concluded: "What have we 
got to lose? Luton I guess would give 
us a better pay day, but we will give it 
a go whichever of them it is. If we play 
as well against them as we did Ply¬ 
mouth then who knows?" 
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
